As the results, there are several references, each teach a 
method and system for facilitate auditing of data in a database. However, none of them 
fairly suggests the logical and sequent steps of a method, as well as a combination of 
elements of a system configured to facilitate auditing of data in a database, as recited in 
the amended independent claims 1,11 and 13.
